the stamps affixed to these letters. 
They recognize the person pictured 
on the stamp and remember his role 
in their national life. The memory 
of freedom is thus strengthened, 
and the will to freedom thus encour- 
aged.” 

“In a number of unforgettable 
ceremonies,” said Senator Dodd, 
“former citzens of the lands now 
controlled by Communists expressed 
their deep and sincere thanks to 
this nation for this memorial to the 
freedom fighters of their lands. In 
addition, thousands of dollars worth 
of stamps were purchased and used 
to mail untold thousands of letters 
to destinations behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. As an example more than 
722,000 Kossuth stamps were pur- 
chased. Many, of course, were 
brought by collectors. But we can 
be certain that many also found 
their way into Hungary where the 
name of Kossuth will forever be 
linked with the cause of Hungarian 
freedom.” 

“TI have heard some argue,” said 
Senator Dodd, “that these stamps 
should not be issued on the grounds

that the governments concerned 
might be offended. Whether they 
realize this or not, those who make 
this argument are, in effect, arguing 
that we must never speak the truth 
if it offends the sensitivities of the 
tyrants.” 

“I am deeply concerned at the 
news,” said the Senator, “that the 
Postmaster General plans to reduce 
the number of Champion of Liberty 
stamps to one a year, rather than 
two; and to issue that one, if it is 
at all issued, only in the four-cent 
or domestic denomination . . . Rather 
than cut down on the number of 
these Champion of Liberty stamps, 
I believe that their number should 
be increased . . . I ask Postmaster 
General Day to review again the 
situation in which this important 
and effective series of stamps is 
being cut back.” 

Senator Dodd proposed “that the 
next Champion of Liberty Stamp 
be dedicated to the martyred Bul- 
garian peasant leader, Nicola 
Petkov, who has been described by 
members of Congress who know of 
his deeds as “The Bravest Demo-

Senator Dodd said 
that Petkov had fought an incredible 
fight for freedom and that he had 
died without yielding and without 
flinching, in the confident belief that 
his martyrdom would ultimately 
help to bring freedom to his people. 


The Controversery Over 
Alleged Prohibition of 
“Republic” Meter Slogan 


NUMBER of our readers 
A have called attention to 

and suggested that we dis- 
cuss editorials appearing in various 
newspapers and other publications 
around the country, protesting the 
alleged action of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Day, prohibiting the use of a 
Pitney Bowes Meter Slogan. It was 
apparently being used by companies 
in different parts of the country with 
probably no other thought than pro- 
moting our way of life. 

The slogan reads: “This is a Re- 
public not a Democracy—let’s keep 
it that way.” 

1 What is disturbing many, it ap- 
pears, is whether the Postmaster 
General has the right to prohibit 
this slogan, which to most of us is 
a statement of fact as recorded in 
our Constitution; and if so, how 
much further can this right lead 
us? It will be recalled that Post- 
master General Summerfield was 
over-ruled in his effort to ‘‘clean 


up” the smut going through our 
mails under cover. How come that 
an open statement of fact, intended 
to remind our people of their con- 


stitutional status is thus condemned ; 


and silenced? 

The Detroit Free Press had a 
particularly good editorial which ex- 
pressed most of the thoughts put 
forward by others. Space will per- 
mit us to quote only a few mean- 
ingful statements: 

“J. Edward Day is still 
wrestling with what seems to be his 
doubt that the United States is a 
republic ... his department is study- 
ing postage meter regulations as 
they apply to slogans, with a view 
to increasing restrictions they im- 
pose. This activity was inspired by 
the much publicized case of the post- 
age meter which printed the slogan, 
(here slogan is quoted)... 

“The founders of the United 
States intended to found a republic, 
and as yet they haven’t been dis- 
owned—at least not entirely. It is, 
to be sure, a republic under which 
democracy is cherished—but it’s still 
a republic despite what seem to be 
the misgivings of Mr. Day and 
others. 

“At least if it’s not, we’re being 
dragooned into an undesirable ideo- 
logical activity when we're asked to 
say, ‘I pledge allegiance to my flag, 
and to the republic for which it 
stands.’ ”

Civil War Centennial 
Patriotic Covers 


HE first two centennial patriotic en- 

velopes have now been issued, bearing 
special cancellations. 

Number one was for the re-enactment 
of the Cross-Mowry duel at Tubac, Ari- 
zona on July 4, 1961. The Tubac post 
office was reopened for this event and 
all mail was handstamped with the offi- 
cial cancellation and a slogan, “ARI- 
ZONA HONORS HER CIVIL WAR 
SOLDIERS”. Mrs. Will Rogers, Jr., 
was the mail agent at Tubac. 


Number two represented the re-enact- 
ment of Colonel John R. Baylor’s procla- 
mation, which, on August 1, 1861, made 
Arizona a territory of the Confederate 
States of America. The re-enactment was 
done at the Arizona Pioneers’ Historical 
Society in Tucson, Arizona, by George 
W. Baylor, a Tucson resident and the 
grandson of Colonel John R. Baylor. 
The Post Office Department established 
a one-day post office at the museum and 
a special hand stamp cancellation was 
applied to all mail. 

The Arizona Civil War Centennial 
Commission will re-enact six more events 
during the centennial, including two 
A special patriotic envelope has 
been designed for each event. One will 
show an authentic map of Arizona Ter- 
ritory under the Confederacy with boun- 
daries different from the present day. 
Another will show a map of the Arizona 
Territory when it became Union Terri- 
tory.

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The Search For 

“State Revenues” 

By Elbert S. A. Hubbard 
D° YOU KNOW that it is easily pos- 
sible that you could find a state 
issued revenue stamp on a beer case, 
document, hunting license, liquor bottle, 
feed bag, or elsewhere, that could be 
the only one of its kind to survive in 
the hands of a philatelist? The fact is 
that your State government is likely 
issuing revenue stamps now which will 
be great rarities some day. Many State 
issued stamps are in great demand today. 

Even if you are not interested in these 
Stamps, you are practically throwing 
money away if you don’t accumulate all 
of your home state stamps that you 
can from original sources. The stamps 
that you don’t accumulate are lost for- 
ever to interested collectors and to those 
who will start collecting them in the 
future. This field is becoming more popu- 
Jar, and will undoubtedly take a de- 
cided upswing when more collectors be- 
come aware of its potentials. Strangely 
enough, the Smithsonian Institution had 
practically no representation in this great 
Americana stamp field until the com- 
paratively recent donation of the Lee 
Combs Memorial State Revenue decal 
collection—the finest in existence. 

New catalog listings of several of our 
states have already been prepared for 
publication and part of this material is 
being published in the monthly State 
Revenue Newsletter issued by the State 
Revenue Society. This material and much 
addenda material will be incorporated in- 
to any new printed pages for the looseleaf 
catalog. The rights to the catalog were 
donated to the SRS in 1961 by the 
writer, who revised the original 1941 
George D. Cabot catalog in 1960. 

The job of compiling lists of these 
fascinating revenue stamps issued by our 
fifty states is a monumental one, since 
there is very little data available on 
them from state officials. Nearly all of 
the material must be compiled from 
stamps which fellow collectors supply 
from their states. You can learn more 
about these stamps and obtain a catalog 
of your state by sending a few local 
revenue stamps and paid reply envelope 
to “SRS”, Box 144, Northridge, Cali- 
fornia. Regular membership, plus _ the 
paper and free stamps, is $2 per year. 

Any help which STAMPS readers can 
give to this project will undoubtedly be 
greatly appreciated by members of the 
Society and by all collectors who will 
be using the catalog as a guide.

“Stamps Ltd.” stood in the 
picturesque Spanish Court off 
downtown Palo Alto’s busy Ramona 
Street.

' “Sure I wanted to retire,’ says 
' 76-year-old Henri Baer, “but it’s no 
use living if you have nothing to 
do, no goal in view. I’m an active 
kind of man!” 

Says his 67-year-old partner, “Re- 
tirement is wonderful when you're 
doing what you want to do.” 

Baer holds down the morning 
stint until Wilson takes over each 
afternoon unless Henri stays on 
to man the outer shop while Don 
puts finishing touches on the trim 
new cabinets, shelves, and counters 
he designed and built for the new 
shop. 

If the two “retired” partners 
were not so busy with their plans 
and activities in the thriving bus- 
iness of stamps, they might be 
tempted to wonder if fate or some

cosmic coincidence had not prede- 
termined their joint venture. 

It began some sixty-odd years ago 
when a young boy in Alsace-Lor- 
raine began to collect stamps as his 
special hobby. The gaily colored 
bits of postal paper from the nations 
of the world continued to fascinate 
him through his life, even to thoughts 
as a young-man that he would like 
to retire “in stamps’. He started to 
accumulate as well as to collect 
before leaving Europe in 1905 to 
come to America, and during the 
next twenty-one years of raising 
German Shepherd dogs. In 1906 he 
had introduced the first pair of the 
now popular breed to this country. 

By 1927 the dog business had 
become ‘“‘too much” and he sought 
another occupation.

He traveled around the country 
in a search of the perfect place to 
retire, stopping in Sunnyvale, Cali- 
fornia, to visits Hans Dreyfuss, the

_ A good buy right now would be the

| B366a-367a. This is another case of 
high market value immediately after 
issue, with a subsequent drop in prices. 
Dealers’ prices in Europe now are ap- 
proximately 50c and 25c, respectively, 
which is low in regard to quantity’ issued 
and to the topical nature of the set 
(stamps on stamps, centenary of stamps). 
These sets should rise substantially in 
value by next year.

1961 Leo and Samuel August 
First Day Cover Award committee 
recently met to review the nominations 
which had been solicited from collectors 
throughout the United States, and the 
Committee’s choice will be announced 
shortly. The presentation will be made 
at a banquet, October 13, 1961, at the 
Advertising Club in New York, N. Y. 
The winner will receive a $500 U. S. 
Savings Bond and a suitably inscribed 
trophy. 

Former winners of the Award, in the 
order of time, starting in 1957, were 
Robert E. Fellers, retired first Director of 
the Division of Philately, Washington, 
D. C.; Franklin R. Bruns, Jr., former 
newspaper man and Mr. Fellers’ successor 
as Director of the Division of Philately, 
which post he still holds; L. Rohe Walter, 
then Special Assistant to Postmaster 
General Summerfield; and Kent B. Stiles, 
long-time stamp editor of the New York 
Times until his death some months ago. 


The Leo amd Samuel August First 
Day Cover Award is given annually to 
stimulate and perpetuate interest and 
research in the first day cover hobby, 
which the August brothers, manufacturers 
of Artcraft Engravings and White Ace 
Albums, helped to pioneer. It was con- 
ceived by the August brothers and the 
American First Day Cover Society as a 
means of rewarding noteworthy contribu- 
tions to the field of first day cover col- 
lecting. 

In 1955 several of these philatelists 
joined together to organize the American 
First Day Cover Society, which is now 
one of the leading philatelic groups in 
the United States with more than 3,000 
members throughout the world. The 
AFDCS, as administrator of the August 
FDC Award, seeks nominations from 
collectors and chooses the recipient each 
year. 

The selection of the winner of the 1961 
Leo and Samuel August First Day Cover 
Award will, as in the past, be based on 
the various nominees’ contributions to 
the first day cover hobby over a number 
of years.

Liberty Bureau Precancels 


|X August 1954 the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing released the first Liberty 
Bureau Precancels on the 3c sheet stamp 
for Chicago and Kansas City, to replace 
the Presidential series. These stamps were 
printed on the Stickney presses, with the 
‘Same precancelling plates as were used 
on the previous issue (Presidentials). 
These were the narrow-type plates, de- 
scribed by the Official Bureau Precancel 
Catalog as Types B-15 end B-17. 

In October 1954 the first Liberty 
Bureau precancelled coils were printed 
and supplied to the various post offices, 
The coil plates were then not yet re- 
placed with the narrow-spacing, but still 
had the “wide spacing” 13mm. apart, 
80 called B-11 and B-13 Types. You will 
find these wide-spaced Liberty coils on 
the 1c, 2c, 3c and 4c denominations. 
| uring the time the Liberty series was 
tin the process of being released, the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing in- 
} Stalled some mew presses to replace the 
| old Stickney presses which had printed 
our stamps and produced our Bureau 
Precancels since 1923. 


Certain denominations of the Liberties 
were originally printed on the old 
Stickney presses. Later new stamp plates 
jwere made, and these denominations 
jere- now being printed on the new 
Huck or Cottrell presses. On the other 
thand, certain denominations were printed 
| on the new presses only. 

The old metal precancelling plates, as 
§used on the old Stickney presses, would 
ot fit onto the new presses, hence, it was 
essary to manufacture new precancel- 


ithe coil stamps. Instead of being cast of 
: they were made of rubber. The 


. 


stamps are of a different size than form- 
erly. For the sheet stamps instead of 
fhe old five rows vertical by ten rows 
horizontal (50 subjects) these aew rub- 
ber plates are 10 by 10 (100 subjects). 
or the coil stamps, instead of the old ten 
‘ows vertical by six rows horizontal (60 
jsubjects), these new rubber plates are 
Weight by twelve (96 subjects). These 
rubber plates that are now precan- 
‘belling all denominations (except 8c bi- 
‘polor) of both sheet and coil stamps of 
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the Liberty Series on the new Huck 
and Cottrell presses, 


The sheet precanceling operation was 
moved over to the new presses in June 
1957. While there is a slight difference 
between the new rubber-plate imprint 
and the old metal-plate imprint, few 
collect them, although the Official Bureau 
Precancel Catalog does mention which 
sheet, stamps come either metal or rubber 
imprint only, or both. 

The coil precancelling operation was 
not moved to the new presses until June 
1959. During that period, the coils con- 
tinued to be produced on the old Stickney 
presses with the old metal precancelling 
plates, Types B-11 and B-13. 

It was felt the coil precancelling 
Should conform with the sheet stamps. 


Thus we find the Liberty coils now ap- 
pearing in the narrow types, B-15 and 
B-17. They are known es the Narrow 
Type Coils and are regarded as separate, 
collectible items. They were assigned 
Separate catalog numbers in the Official 
Bureau Precancel Catalog.

Scott’s New Vol. II for 1962 
Bulges with Added Listings 
and 52,636 Price Changes 


HE newly published Vol. II (on sale 
Sept. 1) covers the nations of Europe, 
Asia and Africa. This is the 94th year 
of publication for the Scott Catalogue 
which began in 1867 as the single-sheet 
monthly pricelist of John ‘Walter Scott. 
Today, Vol. II alone fills 1,476 packed 
pages. It is published by Scott Publica- 
tions, a division of Esquire, Inc. 
Volume I of Scott’s 1962 Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalog has set a new 
record for price changes. and additions— 
52,636, or nearly 12,000 more than 
were made for the 1961 edition. 
Popular countries receiving large 
numbers of price> changes this year in- 
clude: Germany (exclusive of East Ger- 
many), 2,463; France, 2,243; Turkey, 
1,841; Russia, 1,326; Italy, 1,789; Spain, 


1,503; Switzerland, ~ 1,409; Hungary, 
1,322; Austria,~ 1,311; Belgium, 881; 
Romania, 792; Greece, 764; Monaco, 


716; Saar, 513; Vatican, 431. 

Price increases are particularly notice- 
able in Austria, Old German States, West 
Germany, early Italy, Saar semipostals, 
Spain and Turkey 20th century, and Vati- 
can. The strong demand for UN, NATO, 
sports and other topicals is reflected in 
many of the new prices.
